John F. Burdine and®Joseph H. Reed, 
all of Atlanta, seeks specifically to re- 
strain the highway board from letting 
a contract for construction 
miles of road in Bryan, McIntosh and 
Liberty counties, a part of the coastal 
highway system, on a plan to pay at 
dates one and two years afier com- 
pletion of the work.

Diet plays just as an important part 
as vour daily work-out in the water. 
It is best to eat the things that you 
know, from experience, agree with you. 
It is important naturally to keep the 
digestive apparatus in_ perfect condi- 
tion. No sweets should ever be eaten. 
this applies to candy, cake, pies and 
even ice cream, some trainers do not 
recommend drinking milk. I have 
found from experience that drinking 
milk does not of necessity affect the 
idigestive organs, I would not rec- 
;ommend drinking too much milk, how- 
,ever, before working out in fhe water. 
Of course 
one must net attempt toswim until aft 
‘least two hours after eating. 

On the day of the meet, 
stance, the meet is to start at 2:30 
o'clock in. the afternoon, it is ad- 
visable to ent a very light breakfast.

Business World 


Of Mexico Fears 
New Labor Laws 


Mexico City, September 2.—(?)— 
The Mexican business world, already 
on pins and needles, fears congres- 
sional enactment of a new labor law 
which some industrial and commercial 
leaders say, may handicap the coun- 
try’s commerce and industry severely. 

The new session of congress, which 
began last night and continues to De- 


feember 31, is expected azain to con- 


sider the labor bill, which passed the 
chamber of deputies last year and was 
favorably received in the senate, but 
died on the calendar in the closing 
days of the session. 
Profit-Sharing Planned. 

The bill, demande@wby organized la- 
bor and viewed sympathetically by the 
government, requires employers to 


share profits with employees and pre- 
scribes in great detail workmen’s bene- 
fits required of employers. Some 
manufacturers and business men, both 
American and Mexican, have said 
these requirements would impose such 
a burden on their business as to force 
them to close. Official reports were 
made to the United States government 
last year that the measure would be 
more harmful to American business 
interests in Mexico than the alien 
land and petroleum laws. 

Business in Mexico was bad before 
the religious erisis began, and it has 
been affected further by the economic 
boycott fostered in opposition to the 
government’s religious regulations, If, 
in addition, the new labor law is en- 
acted and proves to be as great a han- 
dicap to business as some fear. the 
situation will be exceedingly serious. 

Labor leaders deny the proposed law 
will be unjustly burdensome on in- 
dustrialists. They say it is nothing 
moe than such enlightened labor leg- 
islation as some other countries know, 
and that it is the just due of Mexican 
labor, long gppressed, exploited and 
subjected to’ miserable living condi- 
tions,
